Halifax, N.S,— The theme "Canadian Unity and Education," which 
will be the main subject for discussion at the third C,S,A, conference, 
might very welt be applied to the proposed amalgamation of the C.S.A. 
and the N.F.C.U.S. Student opinion at Dalhousie is heartily behind the 
ideals of both these organizations, but at the same lime it is generally 
felt that their fundamental objectives are the same and that these objec- 
tives could be better achieved if the two iMdles worked under one per- 
manent executive instead of two distinct ones as at present. 

A comparison of their acknowledged goals reveals a fundamental 
similarity of purpose, while common action on matlen like tcholarships 
shows that their general' interests are the same. 

On the other hand, duplication of conferences and executives runs 
into expenses that .a small university like. Dalhousie can ill. afford. . In 
days gone by, the N.F.C.U.S. has shied away from the controversial sub- 
jects that have been one of the chief conceiTis of' the C.S.A, Yet these 
"controversial" subjects are just as important to the national life of 
Canadian students as the more "practical" problems which at present 
engage the attention of the N.F.C.U.S. A biennial assembly to discusi 
"controversial' and administrative problems, and a permanent unified 
executive to carry out the recommendations of tiie conferences and keep 
things running in the interim between conferences should not be im- 
possible. ...

Sackville, N.B.— The general trend of opinion on the Mount Alli- 
son campus seems definitely to be in favour of the amalgamation of 

both organizations, although no suggestions have been put forward as to 
what form the amalgamation should take. Delegates selected to attend 
the conference of the C.S.A.. and the delegate appointed to attend the 
N.F.C.U.S. conference have been instructed by the Students' Union to 
press for the amalgamation of both organizations into one truly national 
organization. 

Several members of the C.S.A., and the N.F.C.U.S. have put forward 
the view that there is no need for amalgamation, pointing out that the 
N.F.C.U.S. is an executive movement, while the C.S.A. is more of the 
nature of a group organization. 

It would seem that this view can readily be delegated to the waste- 
paper basket. Why cannot a strong executive be created within the 
C.S.A. or a group organization be created in connection with the N.F. 
C.U.S.? There seems to be no logical reason why such a scheme could 
not be worked out, and much more efficient work done. Some solution 
will have to be worked out in the near future or one or the other, or 
both of the organizations will find themselves without the support of the 
smaller universities. Without all universities included I'leither organiza- 
tion will be truly national inasmuch as it does not represent all the 
universities of Canada. Amalgamation must take place.

Saskatoon, Sask.— "It is impossible to serve two sovereigns, ' is tho 
feeling of many students on the Saskatchewan campus. They admit Ih.i' 
the activities of the C.S.A. and the N.F.C.U.S. don't conflict, but it seems 
lhal|lhe two national bodies are trying to achieve the same things for 
the same people. It is felt that the C.S.A. goes outside its sphere, and 
since it does, it conflicts with the other group. One strong body haviiië 
the undivided loyalty of every student and having complete sovereignty 
could do more good. 

Consequently students here are anxious lo see the two hodics amal- 
gamate in such a way tliat the advantages of both are retained, Thus 
th C,S,A, could still hold conferences, under the sponsorship of the 
N.F.C.U.S., and submit its proposals to the parent body which would act 
on them. 

Some consider the best plan is to ignore this "upstart" organization 
and let it wither away, but the majority (eel that a great deal of good 
would be sacrificed by so doing. We prefer to see the C.S.A. operate, 
like the C.U.P., as part of one national scheme, and in this unity there 
will be greater strength and greater things can be achieved,

Edmonton, Alta.— There are two solutions lo this N,F,C,U,S,-C S A. 
problem. In the first place, the work of the two might be combine.!. 
There is no need Of a clean-cut line of division between them. It pos- 
sible, and certainly^ desirable, that one organization, with an executive 
conlroliing such matters as have been promoted by the N.F.C.U.S,, yet 
following the broad democratic lines of thé O.S.^. with facilities (or 
arranging large-scale stiident conferences, be Institute^.

For this lueo:- 
ing, which is the annual highlisht 
of the activities of both clubs, the 
R. V. C. Historical club will be hast 
to its fellows from McGill. The 
meeting will be open to all mem- 
bers of both cUib.^. but not to the 
general public. 

The speaker, Professor Corbett, 
is an authority on international re- 
lations and was for some time at- 
tached to the International Labour 
Office of the League of Nations in 
the capacity o( legal advisor.

Course to Resiiine Alter New 
Year 



Captain Couper Outlines 
Medical Establishment of 
Army in Field 



The evacuation of casualties, the 
definite course which a wounded 
man takes from the frone line to a 
base hospital, 'jva.î ihn .^ubj'?c'. rio^l'. 
with la.i;t night, a.; •.ho .Vlf^Iical 
branch of the McGill C. O, T, C. 
suspended their course of. training 
until after the holidays. 

Captain Mason Couper, Medical 
Officer of the Contingent, who is 
in charge of the course, was en- 
thusiastic about the way in which 
the final year medical men have 
attended parades since the course 
began on November 8th., and em- 
phasized that as a doctor he appre- 
ciated the effort made by men com- 
pleting a medical course in devot- 
ing JO much time to military study. 

Captain Couper's lectures have 
described what is done at oach step 
as a casualty is first taken to a 
Regimental Aid Post near the front 
line, .then to an Advanced Dressing 
Station. If his wound is more seri- 
ous, he is then taken to a Main 
Dressing Station, to a Casualty 
Clearing. Station and finally to a 
Base Hospital well back of the 
lines, so as to be in as safe a posi- 
tion as possible. The personnel and 
equipment necessary to maintain 
these various stations a.nd posLs 
was also explained. 

These lectures are part of a 
course, for which examinations will 
be held in March, qualifying gradu- 
ates for commissions in the Royal 
Canadian .Axmy Medical Corps. In 
this course, to which entrance is 
limited to men m their final year 
of Medicine, lectures have also been 
given on the organization of the 
Canadian Militia, the R.A.M,C., 
map-reading and other essential 
military subjects by Captain George 
Brown and Captains Couper and 
Gardner, the ;ast being Supor- 
numcry Medical Officer. The 65 
members of the course also take 
squad drill in the assembly ball of 
thehr building. 

Captain said that instruction 
would be resumed after the new 
year, with a series of lectures, 
demonstrations and squad drill in 
the new Armoiury.

When One Will Do? 

'•Should the N.PC.U.S. and tie C.S..A. 
■maleamate or not?" That is the question 
which proEir'ted the six editori.qlt we print 
on page one of today, all of which except 
that of r^e Gateway ■were TOtten especi- 
ally for this issue. 

E-v-pn since the announrenjcnt of two 
Chrisinias coniereaces — those of the Na- 
tional Federation of Canadian Universitj- 
Students and of the Canadian Student As- 
êembly. this has been one of the most con- 
troversial topics in the editorial and letter 
columns of the Canadian college press. 

"Why", some ask, "has the problem 
arisen at all? Why not let the two organi- 
xations continue as they are at present?" 

The answer to thi? question is rela- 
tively simple. The problem, like so many 
others, is mainly an economic one; the 
student bodies of some universities, pre- 
dominantly the smaller ones of the AVest 
and the East, are no longer able to bear 
the financial s?t.''ain in\-oh'ed in supponing 
both the K.F.C.U..S. and the C.ft.A. on 
their campuses. They feel that either one 
of the otiier must dissolve, or that amal- 
gamation must take place. 

Most of them, however, recognise the 

Jie of the work each is performing and 

. "jirould be most reluctant to see either dis- 
jolved. Nor would the situation bt iic- 
;proved if half the student societies sup- 
ported the N'.F.C.U.S. and the otiier half 
■the C.S.A., wiiich is wii&t would probably 
iappen if the matter were left to indivi- 
dxial students' councils to decide. 

With this in mind, amalgamation is 
thé policy advocated by the majority of 
writers in the college press. EcoriOmy and 
unity — ^these are the two ad\'aniages which 
tiiey. stress most, and which they belie\ e 
.would result from such a imion of the two 
^inajor national student movements. 

At the outset, we were inclined to 
W ,':tiunk that there was no need for amal- 
gamation, since, on the McGill campuK at 
least, both the N.F.C.U.is. and the C.S.A. 
have performed separate and specific 
pieces of work, and since neither tiie ow. 
,»or the other has greatly burdened tlit 
,«tudenU financially. McGill's student 
body, however, is more or less well-to-do 
a$ compared with some of the smaller Can- 
aan universitieg, and that although the 
,N.F.C.U.S. and the C,S.A. may be able to 
/exist side by side here, such a sysiem is 
ifipt always possible elsewhere. 
•■ At present, we are inclined to favour 
.recent proposal of the C.SA.. that an 
^tirely new national body of isiudentt be 
,j9(^iuaed— a body .which would include 
, constitution and ideals the experi- 

;j6lWîe and aspirations of both the present 
jRMOciations. If such a reorganization 
i^Mnild be effecttd, it would no doubt tend 
to unify student aims, ideat;, and action, 
■opt to mention any financial l>enofits in- 
,Y()lved. 

In jjruKJipli ,. this is the policy v.e 
jvpuld advocate— a complete revamping of 
liational Canadian student relations v/ith 
^ view to improving; uiiiv(:r.>;ity education

SEVENTH HE.WEX, by Austin Strong; star- 
ring Charles Farrell, with Milli Monti and 
Ralph Bunker.

It 1$ generally conceded thai an actor who 
has over a period of years played tbe same 
part time and time ag^ain is incapable ol bring- 
ing to it the freshness and sincerity which the 
plaj-v\Tighl mtendod for w. In view of siich 
j an a-isumption the perfomianoo turned in by 
Charlef Farrell ss Chico in 'Svonth Heaven" 
was a welcome and very pleasant surprise. 
In the light of such acting ability and sincer- 
ity as was seen last night at His Majesty's 
Theatre it is rather puzzling that the motion 
picture industry docs not see fit to give Charles 
Farrell a "break" and accord him the type of 
role which he obviously deserves. 

The play itself is a very old one and hard- 
ly seeds retelling. It was seen on the boards 
many j-ears ago and has twice been made 
iato a moving picture, the first one starring 
the present lead man and the formerly famous 
Janet Gaynor. Farrell is not the only movie 
actor in this show for unless names be twins 
the director Hardie Albright was a rom.antic 
juvenile not many years ago. Lately he has 
returned to the -egr.'.msie theatre with writ- 
ing a Broadway produciicn a year ago or so, 
and now in connection with SEVENTH 
HEAVEN. This production shows that he has 
ability. 

Equally as outstanding a performance as 
that turned in by Charles Farrell was the one 

given by Milli Monti as Diane, the waif whom 
Chico befriends and marries. Miss Monti play- 
ed her part with a vivacity and freshness rare- 
ly seen on the local stage. Her bearing was 
magnificent, her sorrow genuine, and the slight 
foreign inflexion in .her speech added piquancy 
to her portrayal of a ve.'-y difficult part. Ralph 
Bunker, as the jov;£l hrA kindly taxi-driver 
BolU, turned in a very convincing bit of act- 
ing. At times he seemed a little too florid 
for the part, and his speech smacked more of 
London than of Montmartre. Coburn Good- 
win, as Brissac, was rather stifl, and at times 
impressed the audience with the feeling that 
he was bored with his part.

One Mail's Poli- 
tical Philosophy 



PAiir TWO 

Itrcaeli of Rtale-Morsllly. 

Once more let Us become specla- 
lori of Uie recent events In Ihe 
arena of world-polllles. Knglaiid 
rightly slinl liT pyps to the con- 
quest of AiiRlrin. for this nrl iiplield 
rather than upset tlip lininncp of 
power. At the lime of tlie Munich 
conference, however, British policy 
lieciiinn uncertain. This licsilatlon 
was (Imp to n riickcrlnt! 'lio|>n Uial 
Britain inlKlit not becoinp Involved 
In war, nn pvil In lin- eyes (if Iho 
stale for no other ion.smi llinn that 
It dissipates nallunal power. The 
Siegfried line was at that time In- 
roinplclc, and French mllllBry ex- 
perts were confident of the super- 
iority of their position on the West- 
ern front. I'riniPd for Hrlioii, 
though rcBll/.ing their dp|.)pn(|piiee 
upon Brllish control ot the seas, 
they urged concerted action on the 
part of the Western Democracies. 
Instead, a conference was called, 
because ftritaln refused to declare 
war upon Germany, and France did 
mil feel strong enouKh to lake up 
the cudgels for Czechoslovakia 
alone. It would seem that In the 
valuation obviously put by Mr. 
Chamberlain upon the German gov- 
ernment's promise not to go any 
further there n breach of 

"state-morality." Hitler sins in car- 
rying matcrlnlism into his private 
political career, while Chamberlain 
erred in carrying Idealism into in- 
ternational politics. The one under- 
mines the slate from within, the 
other needlessly exposed the state 
to cxlcrnnl danger. 
Itiissia's rnsilinn 

When Pr.-igue wa.i taken, Ihe mis- 
take of "appenscmenl" was fully 
realized, and a Berlin-Moscow axis 
was the nightmare of those interest- 
ed in European equilibrium. Where- 
as the line should have been drawn 
at the post-Munich Czecho-SIovakia, 
il was drawn at Poland. Still, bet- 
ter late than never. Those who to- 
day think that this war was caused 
by conflicting ideologies may be 
reminded that, when Anglo-Russian 
negotiations were in progress, wc 
were told that the issue was nol 
one of ideologies. And we were told 
the truth. The Anglo-Russian nego- 
tiations collapsed, because an alli- 
ance between nations cannot be 
made unless firmly based upon ma- 
terial considerations, and it was 
seen that Britain's guarantee of Po- 
land already had pledged her to 
distract Germany's ambitions in the 
Ukraine. Besides, Russia, whose fu- 
ture is thought to be as much in 
Asia as in Europe, saw that, in the 
event of war, Germany would be 
in desperate need of a friend. Rus- 
sia is now in the enviable position 
of a nation whose most powerful 
neighbours, for very practical rea- 
sons, fear to offend her. 

More Questions. 

To those who still believe thai the 
individual's standard of morals ex- 
tends to the state, I should like to 
put a series of questions. Is it pos- 
sible that a clash between two so- 
cial groups might be merely a 
struggle for survival and for 
power? The "pure idealist" must 
reply in the negative, or admit 
thai there exists an inter-stale 
fealm beyond the sphere of his 
idealism. This admission would 
weaken his philosophic position, for 
the "purely idealistic" code would 
then be luseless for solving inter- 
slate problems, unless we count 
patriotism an ideal, which, of 
course, it is, But patriotism is not 
what one would call an "absolute," 
for an event that favours one coun- 
try usually injures another. When 
the question facing the nation or 
empire is "to be or not to be," how 
is the "purely idealistic" moralist 
lo act? I think that the communal 
instinct of self-preservation de- 
cides Uiat for him. A pacittst, on the 
other hBiirt, li a person immoral 



enough to refuse to support the 

slate, and bases hi.? refusal on Hie 
veiy ethical grounds thai the liUle 
rxi.els I'l preservel Mp abuses his 
"ethics" In refusing lo obey the 
niaterlalistir int/rnlily of his social 
group in relation lo other social 
tiroiips. 

The "piiip idealist" must main- 
lain. I think. Dial hi.s "morality" is 
Bpplicahl" lo rvny .cilii.Tlion imag- 
inable, and both to the nations as 
.such and to individuals as such. He 
must maintain that one nation's 
foreign policy is always In the 
"right" (Le., a foreign policy motl- 
valfd by altruism ns the individual 
know.s II), and that the foreign pol- 
icy of the opposing nation Is 
"wrong" (l,e, materialistic), and 
since, in his view, the only things 
that can be right or wrong are ideas 
nnd acts, war, according to Kim, 
must be prompted by wholly ideal- 
istic motives on the pnrt of gov- 
ernments. Then, I would ask, can 
nn ideal be propagated or stamped 
out by force? He must reply in the 
affirmative, for, If he does pot, he 
must admit that an Idealistic war 
is useless, and that the only excuse 
for war is when It is actuated by 
malcrlalistic motives. And then, are 
the ideas themselves affected by 
force, or are the containers of ideas, 
men, affected by force? He must 
choose the latter alternative. Hence 
the purpose ot an idealistic v/ar is 
to exterminate those of the enemy 
who are Incorrigible, and convince 
the rest, if not already convinced? 
If 80, and if the winning nation is 
right, both victor and vanquished 
benefil^thc former because that 
stale has gained a good neighbour, 
the latter because it hag been shown 
the right path. Clearly, the benefit 
of the defeated is greater than 
that of the victor nation, for it is 
for more desirable for a socia 
group to be on the right track it- 
self than to have its neighbour on 
the right track. In fact, it is desir 
able for a nation to have its neigh 
hours on the v/rong track, for they 
are therefore so much the weaker 
and less threatening. We must not 
lose sight of economic competition 
between nations, and the fact that 
we instinctively want to see those 
racially and culturally most similar 
to ourselves in a state of welfare. 
We, as a whole, are never willing to 
see our own people suffer for the 
welfare of a people with whom we 
have no racial or cultural sympath 
ies; that is, the social body never 
voluntarily commits suicide. 

Value ot Life. 

A "pure Idealist" must value life, 
at least that is to be assiuned, be- 
cause he has nice ideas on how the 
individual should live. These ideas 
are created and enforced by public 
opinion, and tend to strengthen the 
power of the state in the interna- 
tional community. The value placed 
upon the lives of individuals is a 
function of their power to further 
the interests of the commimity in 
time of peace, and, through the 
community, the interests of the 
state; in time of war, that value is 
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determined by their pov/er to pro- 
tect Ihe state. All life sho'ild r,", 
directly or indireclly, potpotially or 
actually, an aid to Ihe nation. 
Valuing life, the "pure idealist" 
must hedlate before calling upon 
Individuals lo give their lives for a 
cause, unless the conditions that 
make life worth while to the cor- 
porate society »r« threatened. In 
the final analysis, the rooflition.; 
that make life worth while to a 
nation are material— the quantity 
and quality of food, clothing and 
shelter— In short, the neccessilies 
that have lo do with the standard 
of living as well as the conveni- 
ences that make for uryianlfy. A 
high standard of living leads to 
leisure and culture. Political righ's. 
fContlni<(>d on Pnyt Fnin.)

Wo have staled lhal 
the N K.C.U.S.. as a body to look atlcr financial adinliiLstrntlon, Is unex- 
celled, and that its potentialities rank very high. Then also, wc have 
stated tliat xve approve xvholchearlcdly of Ihc alms of the C.S.A, 

Wc hax-c also slated that the txvo organizations should remain apart 
if possible, for fear that one might try to submerge Ihc other xvllhin It 
to its own advaiitape. Wc have deplored the lack of co-operation between 
them in the past, and wo have "vicxx'cd with nlnrm" the strife which 
seems to be ever-c.\istent and ever-increasing lictweon the two. 

With this in mind, we have advocated the forninlion o[ ii new na- 
tional student organization under a different name, an organization in- 
cluding the alms and Ideals ot bolh, an organlzallon xvllh the financial 
administrallvc ability of the N.r,C.U,S., responsible lo the students on 
the rc.ipectix'c campuses, as the N.F.C.U.S. now is. 11 could be even 
more so, if the various Students' Council.s who support it took n more 
actixe interest, 

Wc feel sure now that this will be the case as fnr as Sludcnts' Coun- 
cils are concerned. The more widespread aims and net! villes ot the 
C.S..-\. among the vast throngs ot students xvould also find a pertinent 
place. There would bo no reason for the cessation of any of their 
previously planned activities, and they would be availed of a great 
deal more financial security than they enjoy as they now stand.
